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Fifth, that additional studies of this type be made in other sections 
of the United States to determine if the findings for Pennsylvania are 
typical of the country as a whole. It would be especially interesting 
and beneficial to review the programs, study the organizational structure, 
and solicit the opinions of persons in the various schools, concerning the 
values and duties of school health coordinators in such states as Florida 
and Minnesota where health coordinators are required by law. 
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
